CLAY TON’S THLITEKNTH .ERIAL 
! VOYAGE FROM PI TTSBURG. 

On Wednesday, August 30lh, at eight 
minutes past five o’clock, P. M. 1 look 
jiiiy farewell of terra-firma, rising out of 
ian Amphilheatrt which was crowded 
|ivith the fashionable and (he most res- 
pectable inhabitants of Pittsburg, Alle- 
ghcny-to'vn, und the surrounding coun- 
.try. A strong wind carried me in a 
direction a little norlhof east, with such 
^eierity that I had but a short time to 
'gaze at my friends in the Amphitheatre. 
:and at the prosperous city of Pillshurg 
|and its ncigboring towns. Pittsburg had 
a very (TifTerent appearance to any city 
that I had before ascended from. It con- 
tains splendid churches, and other pub- 
lic buildings, and large and well con- 
structed mansions, and numerous and ex- 
tensive factories, but the whole were 
(lark and gloomy, dressed in a coat of 
black, as if the entire city and neighbor- 
hood were in mmnning, the effect of the 
coal smoke which issues daily from hun- 
dreds of furnaces. In a few moments I 
crossed the Allegheny river; and inabout 
seven minutes after taking my departure, 

I was over the town of East Liberty, I 
now had a splendid map of Ihc surround 
ing country spread at my feet. The 
work of iiidtislrioiis man was now visiiile 
in every direction — the monolonnus for- 
est had almost disappeared, the beautiful 
panorama of rich and fertile fields, varie- 
gated in color, and interspersed with cot- 
tages, mansions, and numerous little 
towns. My couiSb was still a little north 
of ea.st, and my rale of travelling was 
upwards of 40 miles per hour. 

1 kept iho main turnpike to my right, 
and had a fine view of the little villages 
and towns along side. Half after five 
iiVlock,a little north of .Murrysville. At 
a quarter before six o’clock, I had gained 
my greatest altitude, about two and a 
half miles. The cold was now intense, 
and the water which was condensing 
from the gass and running down the neck 
of the balloon, frozen into icicles, and 
hung around the silk and valve cord. 
This was a severe and disagreeable situ 
ation for me, who had been sick for near- 
ly three weeks, fed upon gruel and te ', 
and bad only the day before stole from 
my sick chamber, contrary to the wish 
of my physician. A few minutes before 
6 I was nearly over the town of Liver- 
more, on the Conemaugh river aud the 
Pa. Canal. At 0 1 passed a little north 
of Blairsville. The wind now changed 
and bore me in a E. S, E. direction. 
Dense clouds were nowfurmiog beneath 
me, and heavy peals of thunder came 
rolling along. I now determined on desi 
ceiiding as soon as 1 could conveniently, 
and near the bank of the canal, if pos- 
sible. Precisely at half after six o’clock, 

I mad'o a safe landing on the side of Lau 
rel Ridge, abount a quarter of a mile 
from Ihe canal, and within eight miles 
f Johnstown. 1 now .began lo secure 
my balloon loa log or large tree that lay 
upon the rocks, so that I could leave it 
ind lake up my abode for ihc night in 
some neiobboriiig house, and in the morn 
ing proceed on mv voyage 'iver ihemoon- 
lams lo the A'laulic seaboard ; but before 
1 had made my fastenings complete, the 
storm overliM’k me, and a tremendous 
gust of wind struck the Balloon, broke 
her loose from her anchorage and her 
fastenings, dashed me against the limbs 
of the trees, and then against the rocks, 
dragging mo several hundred yards, 
until she struck with dreadful violence 
against a strong limb ol a tree, which 
made three large rents in Ihe silk, and 
causing the gas to escape, which imme- 
dialelv brought her to a stand. Here the 
net work became entangled among the 
branches on one side, and on the other 
the anchor caught firm hold, which kepi 
me suspended in my car fifteen feet from 
the ground. The storm continued lo in- 
crease, the rain pouring down in torrents, 
night came upon me, and no one came 
•o mv assistance. 1 now had to make 
mv bed for Ihe night in my little car,

Mr. Editor: - Sir, having been some- 
what surprised at seeing in the Observer 
Si. Reporter the name of Democrat at-

eign principle which should govern eve- 
ry honest man t Wehave heard it proph- 
ocied from various quarters that our 
whig neighbours would change their 
names; but who would have believed 
tbatthev would have ever thought of 
the name of. Democrat, the name of all 
etherg' moH reviled by themselves! I 
must confess that to me, it is most sur- 
prising. But such is the nature ofwhig'! 
ism as it has no solid principle for itsi 
foundation, it ir ever varying and may, 
be expected to change as often as its vo. 
taries may happen to think it be of pe- 
cuniary advantage to themselves. I have 
not writterf with any design of arguing

PAR'FY RECREANCY. 
Immediateljr after the last PretideDtial Elec* 
tion, the tVhig party, alias, the Harrison* Web* 
•ter and While party, expressed a 6xed, settled 
and inomoveable determination to uitpose the 
adniinistintion of Mr. Van Buren oy every 
means in their power. To them the course of 
policy which Mr. Van Buren pursued was to be 
no possible consequence. They could not watt 
to see him ever tnauguiated as President, or to 
•ee the least official act which should indicate 
the rutiirecoiirse of his administration. Wheth. 
er his counsels were good or bad— .whether his 
policy was beneficial or ruinous, was to them a 
matter of indifference. Every other wish — 
every other thought and every other considera* 
tion, was lost in the one fixed determined and 
immovable project of overthrowing the admin* 
istration at all events and at all hazards. The 
election was no sooner over than many of the 
whig papers immediately raised lha banner of 
Harrison and Granger, and avowed their deter- 
mined purpose to nail their colors to that stan* 
dard as long ns Mr. Van Buren and his friends 
should administer the general government, whe- 
ther for weal or woe to the country* 

The Philadtiphia, New Tork, Boston, and 
Buffalo whig papers all declared one united 
and common purpose of overthrowing the ad* 
ministration of Mr. Van Buren, be it what it 
might, and the lesser whig lights and oinoles 
throughout the whole country, cried ^^amen*' 
to the project. No one of them stopped to in- 
quire of the moral principle of such an act, or 
whether justice to our common community, or 
to the people, whose unbought and honest suN 
frageshad put Mr. Van Buren into the chair of 
the Presidency, required a trial of the popular 
•elections. No act of the administration, ad- 
verse to the general happiness and prosperity of 
the country, was^ considered necessary to fire 
them with the spirit of unconquerable opposi- 



i;tion, but the whole wa» organized, arranged 
and Concluded on— the resolve to oppose the 
goveinoient at all hazards and in all emergen 
cies, was unaoimoiisly adopted, and became^ 
fixed, stern, inflexible and immutable, and roost 1 
religiously has that resolve been kept and cher- 
ished, r.nd fed upon; most mournfully havellie 
noblest and best land marks of principle l^en 
cast out of view, and trampled on and despiseu 
in order to its aceomplishment. 

The last session of Congress was but one 
scene of prostitution to this one sole unholy re- 
solve. With Henry A. Wise In the van, the 
opposition continued to keep Congress in one 
continued scene of turmoil and confusion, and a 
whole session was wasted in the furtherance of 
their projects. The investigating committee 
was created hy Wise not for the purpose of re- 
medying existing abuses, but to seek out new 
points of Rttsek upon the coming adininistra- 
tion of Mr. Van Buren, and talents, which, in a 
better cause, might have elevated the men to a 
very high rank in ihe estimation of their fellow 
countrymen, were thrown reckless away upon 
the deep fixed and soul cherished proiect of 
subduing the country to the acknowledgment 
of their ascendancy. 

The inaugural of Mr. Van Biiren arrived, and 
its candor, its frankness, its whole spirit so 
strongly breathing the sincerity of the heart 
which dictated it — so just in its views, so calm 
in its reflections, and yet to biting and wilhei 
ing in its rebuke upon those who limit their 
ho;#es of rising upon the downfall of our coun- 
try pride and greatness, was like a gnawing 
canker worm to their deadly acrimony and de- 
termined hatred. Their great complaint now 
was, that it contained nothing that thr»y could 
find fault with; but the deep toned malice with 
which the opposition press was made to groan 
against its author, was evnlencc that no rebuke 
could silence their enmity or teach their ven- 
geance to sleep for a moment. 

Finding that all hopes of assailing the admin- 
istration through its acts had failed, the recreant 
spirit of opposition was forced to lake a new 
tack, and throw every possible clog in the way 
of the government and the administration of 
the laws. An arch and deep laid plan wsisthen 
fixed upon to o|>erate through the medium of 
the banking interest. A deep plot — an unholy 
concert was fixetl upon to suspend the payment 
of specie throughout the Union, and, iron to 
pronounce the government bankrupt. ^ Every 
bank got its cue, and those whose principles 
they could not bend must be broken. A gen- 
eral run was eflTectc<I upon the depoeile hanks, 
until drained of their specie, they were compel- 
led to suspend. The oppofjl ion then blew their 
crumpets loud and long, declaring that the gov- 
ernment, through its deposite banks h id failed 
to make its payments— that in fact, this Union, 
which, a year ago had a surplus of near fifty 
millions, was now bankrupt. The iiuuntMit the 
deposite banks weie ilrainel, the other banks 
in the country, being nmlcr the influence and, 
control of the comhimnl hankinjr iiiterosf.by a 
concerted sign il, all suspende I and locked 
the specie they possessed in their vault-, leaving 
it there to ru«t, or only wlilidrnwiiig it to send 
to England in onler to make the general dis 
tress among all classes, complete and eifectual. 

The moment this is eflTeclcd, the whole whig 
papers of the country are made to teem with 
their misrepresentations, their reckless abuse 
upon the general administration, and their 
o<tious calumnies against the government. - 
Had he yielded to their wishes they wotild have 
termed him a recreant from his principles and 
the wishes of the people; and when he was 
found to remain firm and unshaken in his inte- 
grity as the adamantine rock they denounced 
him as a tyrant. 

Next in course, the Post Office Department 
was assailed with the utmost virulence. This 
department, during the administration of Gen. 
Jackson and Mr. Barry, in yielding to the ur- 
|ent wishes of the people, for extensive mail 
facilities, had become involved bejond its im- 
mediate means to pa^, and had been restored 
by Mr. Kendall to its forraci solvencr. Its 
management was too judicious, too regular and 
too economical to admit of any fault finding, 
and the experiment was actually attempted, 
and received the countenance of every whig 
paper in the Union, to run an opposition mail 
line between the cities of New York un<l Bos- 
ton, with the view of thus seriously injuring the 
revenueofthegovernment. Whatever became 
of the project, is more than hiim.m ken can an- 
swer, but all these movements serve to show 
with certainty the recklessness with which the 
opposition have endeavored to clog the wheels 
of government and to coin out for themselves 
ti«« •rr^nit finding where none existed 

before. 

But amidst all their party management, the 
evidences of public estimation were against 
them. It w IS observed that there was too much 
intelligence among the people to be hoodwink- 
ed by their foul and despicable eflbrts, and in 
the agony of despair, as the last dying effort of 
a party which has shudilered at no means how- 
ever dishonorable, however humiliating to the 
country and however debasing to the pride and 
glory of our boasted republic, providefl it offer- 
ed the least hope of ignoble success, the party 
has made one more turn and now attempts to 
charge the whole hanking system upon the de- 
mocratic party, the friends and supporters of 
Mr. Van Buren . 

Had we not been warned beforehand of the 
settled determination of the party to pursue 
their hostility to all extreme*, we might look 
with wonder for the motives of such political 
perfidy, and Contemplate with fear its probable 
result; but ns the motives and intentions have 
already been nnnounced, as we have been as* 
suretl, that the scattered fragments of a defeat- 
ed and routed party, would rally in one des- 
perate an<l final struggle for the mastery, adopt- 
ing no motto which could be general in its ap- 
plication but the one of ^rule or ruin,' we are 
only left to wonder at the depth of that human 
depravity which 8iippo«cs no moral principle re- 
quisite in the desperate game of politics, and 
seeks victory alone without one redeeming hope

JUDGE WHITE’S OrlNION ON THE 
SUBJECT OF A NATIONAL BANK. 

Knoxville, July 24th, 

Dear Sir: Your favor dated 18th inst. was 
received by the mail which arrived here on yes- 
terday, anri with pleasure I send you an im- 
mediate answer. . 

Your recollection of the contents of my let- 
ter to Ml . Kincannon is correct. I then staled, 
and yc' believe, CONGRESS HAS NOT THE 
POWER TO CHARTER A BANK, confer- 
ring upon it the power to de business within the 
limits of any of the States. 

Should a national bank at any time hefotinrl 
indispensably necessary, I have heretofore said, 
and yet believe, Congress has the power to char- 
ter one to do business in the District of Cohitn- 
bia, and that they could authorise such bank to 
connect itself with one or more Banks in each 
State with the consent of the respective States, 
and that through such a district bank, thus con- 
nected with State Banks, every desirable oh- 1 
ject, towards keeping a sourul and uniform cur-| 
rency, and receiving, and safely keeping, and j 
conveniently disbursing the public monies, could j 
be as certainly attained, as through a National j 
Bank of the ordinary descripiion.

Attempt steal a copy of the President’s

The boy for a moment 
seemed incredulous, and the loafer put- 
ting on airs of authority to frighten poor 
Sambo, rolled up his sleeves, cominencad 
taking proofs bs the column, and placed 
them away comfortably away in his hat. 
Young Sambo, however, soon began to 
thin>| )hat all was not right, and quietly 
and silly pasted off to Father Blair, of 
the Globe, to inform him what was going 
on in Ihe office- The New Yorker had 
missed his man and w.as soon destined to 
miss the Message. The oroprielor of 
the Globe soon emptied his pockets and 
his hat and set him adrift, giving him 
other punishment than more kicks than 
coppers, or more kicks than copies of the 
Message.

Wc were unable to publish our paper 
on Saturday, as all the hands in our of- 
fice were taken down with the prevailing 
epidemic but one, who is himself com- 
plaining. One of our carriers died on 
Friday and the others are all down. 

We have made an effort and have col 
lecled together a few hands, but how long 
we shall be permitted to keep them God 
only knows. 

Sickness in our own family, among our 
friends whom we are obliged to attend to. 
our employees and their fainilier, prevent 
us from bestowing any attention upon 
our paper. Our subscribers will receive 
it for a few days with indulgence. 

Late arrivals have brought into our af 
fficled city near 500 strangers, and ni 
provision whatever has been made for 
their safely. They may he easily dis- 
tinguished walking the streets, fond for 
the”vellow fever, of which they nre sure 
to become Ihe victims if they remain here 
but a few days. 

Why were not these people placed in 
the U. S. Barrack, below the city, a most 
comfortable and healthy location. We 
feel certain they could he procured <m 
application to Lieut. Cross the acting 
Quarter Master. 

This remissness on the part of our 
public authorities is most unpardonable. 

The New Orleans City Council have 
made an appropriation of $2000, for the 
purpose of supplying the indigent sick 
with medicines. 

The Recorder of Philadelphia, in his 
charge to the Grand Jury* of that city, al- 
ter describing minutely Ihe nature ofthe 
duties incumbent on that body and the 
best manner of transacting their busi- 
ness, goes on to notice among other mat- 
ters worthy of their attention cruelty to 
animals, and the habit of rapid driving 
through the streets, practiced by hack- 
ney coachmen, carters, and the drivers 
of vehicles generallv. With regard to 
the first of these offences, our leelings 
have been frequently outraged by Ihe 
dastardly cruelty practised upou brutes 
by those whom gratitude for services ren- 
dered should render more merciful. 

There is something peculiarly mean and 
contemptible in cruelty to brutes. It 
shows a cowardly disposition Is heap se- 
verity on creatures that have no means 
of defending themselves, and must pa- 
tiently submit to any infliction which 
may be practiced upon them. In addi- 
tion to this, there can be no stronger ev- 
li'Jence of a bad heart than to return blows 
.for services rendered, and to vent temper 
I upon animals the lives of which are spent 
in siipplving subsistence to ourselves 
uind families. Taken in cither of these 
! points of view, cruelty to animals in an 
loffeiice which should be severely pun- 
iished, hut there is addiiianal reason for 
I punishment, in the injury done to the feel- 
ings of every hehol ler hy such savage 
acts, and the impropriety of making oth- 
ers feel uncomfortable by the public in- 
dulgence of unrestrained passion. In 
reference to the second of these offences, 
or rapid driving, it should be punished by 
the severest penalties. The danger 
mat arises to human life frsm rapid or! 
ceedless di iving in large cities, where it 
is frequently impo.ssible to escape the 
impending peril, requires that such acts 
should be punished in the most exempla. 
ry manner. If persons found driving or 
riding at an unreasonable rale were im- 
mediately taken before a magistrate and 
fined, we should not be required so often 
to record accidents by which injury is 
done to life or limb in our streets. — Bal- 
timore American.

ANOTHF.R Rr'',VOM)TIONARY PA- 
TKlOr UBPARTED. 

Died — At Finnklin, Connecticut, on the lit 
July Injt, General JAttOB KINGSUUKY, for- 
merly IniiK'Clor General of the Army, in his 
81st year. 

Uecntcreil the Army ns a private soldier m 
the year 1776 and ro-e throimh every grade to 
the rank of Brigadier General; was engaged in 
ninny of Ihe most important battles in ttie “ev- 
olutionary War with Great Britain, was an En 
sign in the Livht Infantry of General tV 
when he made his celebrated charge on the 
rent of Cornwallis’s Army which consisted of 

10.000 men. then preparing to cross the river at 
Jamrslown, Va. General Wayne deceived by 
false information calculated with his light corps 
to annoy the tear of the British Army while 
crossing the river. The British General aw 
deceived, viewed the approach of \\a>ne s 
Troops (800 men) as the advance of the whole 
American Army, and was forming in line for 
battle. Wayno by an imioediate charge of 
his whole corps, confirmed him in that belief, 
and while he was manoeuveriug to receive a 
superior force, effected his retreat with ihe loss 
of a very few men, and lelt his lordship to cool 
his heels wailing for the approach of Washing- 
ton. 

After (he treaty of peace of *83, General 
Kingsbury retired for a short time to the pur- 
suits of civil life on his farm in Connecticut, but 
again entered (he army as an Ensign in Col. 
fliirimnn’t Regiment of Infantry in 1790 raised 
for the , ntection of Ihe Frontiers, against the 
destructive inroads made by the Savages, who, 
persuaded by the British to take a part with 
tliem in their former wars, were unwilling to 
bury the bloody Tomahawk. They had not 
stifficienlly bathed the destructiie weapon in 
the blood of the Americans. Being stimulated 
and supplied with munitions of war by the Bri- 
tish Indian agents, they continued to exercise 
on the defenceless inhabitants of the frontier 
and emigrants movinir to the ^far west’ the most 
wanton and savage acts of barbarity. It was 
ascertained that from the peace of ’83 until 
October, 1790, that upwards of 1500 per*onsof 
all denominations, from aged sires to infants, 
were killed, wounded and made prisoners by 
them on the Ohio, besides carrying off upward 
of 2,000 horses, and property to the amount of 

50.000 dnllnrs. 

It would be out of place to attempt here the 
detail of the rmmerotis engas;ements between 
these savaiie allies and auxiliaries of the Bul- 
wark of *h(dy religion’ of Britain, and the little 
band of American troops, as well as the gallant 
backwoodsmen of Kentucky and Ohio, who 
were almost nontimrilly engagetl in warfare 
with them, .ind in which General Kingsbury 
had his full share. 

In the fall of 1790, commanding with only 
15 men a stockatle, situated on the Big Miami 
river, called Dunlap’s station, he was attacked 
hy a nmnrroiis horde of Indians, supposed to 
exceed *200 in mnnher, and defended his little 
fort for 3 days and 2 nights against them with- 
out the loss of a man, killing several of the 
enemy. 

In .March, 1792, he was promoted to a Licu^ 
tenancy in the l»t Regiment of Infantry from 
which perioil the writer of this sketch became 
ncqmiiiitp«l with him, and continued in the 
most uninterrupted and friendly intimacy, un- 
til the actual lermination of the Revolutionary 
War in I79fi, when, after the complete tlefcat 
of the coiiihined Indians, under the waifs ofthe 
British Fort Miami, the British were compelled 
toabarulon their posts on our frontier. In the 
action of the 24lh of August, he was a Captain 
of Light Infantry (a service he always prefer- 
red) in the 1st Sub f.egioii, and shot lly after 
proniottNl to ihe rank of Major and in succes- 
sion, to Lieutenant Colonel and Colonel of that 
Regiment. 

No man ever posse.sscd the love and esteem 
of all ranks in the army more than Jacob Kings- 
BURV. He was brave even to a fault. Perfect 
in his duty, he exacted a rigid performance of 
it from all hi* subordinates, but in that concilia- 
tory and bland manner that it was always a 
pleasure to serve under his command. To his 
instructions (be writer of this was greatly in- 
ilebted for his military acquireukents, particu- 
larly in the dtity of .Adjutatit, and was frequent- 
ly honored with his selection ofhim on scouting 
parties in (he wood, to rouse the wild men from 
their leafy dens. 

In a word, be has left none behind him no 
NOT ONE, who, in the various duties, from (he 
private sentinel to the epaiiletted General, ex- 
cell d him as a warrior nod complete geutle- 
I. Frequently noticed in eaily life with 
distinguished mirk« of approbation by Anieri-. 
ca's unparalled eWef, Washington, he de- 
lighted to dwell with cnlhudasin on hi$ char- 
acter. 

The efeiit iicje which he nrrive<l at, the hitter 
part .pent in peace in the huanm of hi. faniily 
leaves t.o source for le-rel at the lermination 
of his earthly career; for who shall presume to 
iloubt that 

“Faithful below he lUil his duty; 

His soul hiiegone alolt.”
